SUBJECT: HEATH/RUMOR MEETING 

PRIME MINISTER RUMOR WILL LEAVE ROME FRIDAY NIGHT FOR 
LONDON. HE WILL BE HEATH'S GUEST AT CHEQUERS SATURDAY AND SUNDAY, 
ARRANGEMENTS HAVE BEEN MAD FOR LENGTHY CONVERSATIONS AS A KIND OF 
SEMINAR. THE CONVERSATIONS WILL BE PRIMARILY GEARED TO PREPAR 
ATIONS FOR THE EUROPEAN SUMMIT DECEMBER 14 IN COPENHAGEN. 

PRINCIPAL SUBJECTS WILL BE THE LIST OF TOPICS TO BE COVERED BY THE 
HEADS OF GOVERNMENT, I.E., IMPLEMENTATION OF THE DECISIONS OF 
THE PARIS SUMMIT, CRISES MANAGEMENT, MIDDLE EAST, US/EUROPEAN 
RELATIONS, EAST/WEST ISSUES AND COMMUNITY PROBLEMS 
INCLUDING ENERGY POLICY. PETRIGNANI SAID RUMOR WOULD URGE 
ON HEATH THE DESIRABILITY THAT THE EUROPEAN LEADERS MAKE KNOWN 
THEIR STRONG WISH THAT PRESIDENT NIXON VISIT EUROPE EARLY NEXT 
YEAR. IN THE ITALIAN VIEW IT IS ESSENTIAL THAT THE AMERICAN TIE 
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BE REINFORCED IN LIGHT OF THE OIL CRISIS AND THE STRAINS WITHIN THE 
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
